Will Reveals Pope’s Anguish 

As he aged, pontiff prayed for strength, weighed resigning 


VATICAN CITY I Pope John Paul II, weighed 
down by illness and age, considered resign- 
ing at age 80, according to his last will and 
testament published Thursday. 

The document, written in several entries 
over 22 years, provides extraordinary insight 
into the pope’s thinking in the twilight of 
his life as he reflected about death and his 
legacy, and as he prayed for the “necessary 
strength” to continue his mission. 

“The times in which we live are unut- 


terably difficult and disturbed,” he wrote 
in 1980, according to the official Vatican 
translation from Polish. 

John Paul’s funeral Friday promised to 
be one of the largest Western religious gath- 
erings of modern times, conducted with the 
pomp of an ancient liturgy and attended by 
royalty, political power brokers and multi- 
tudes of the faithful. 


In his testament, John Paul said he left no 
material property and asked that his long- 
time private secretary. Archbishop Stanislaw 
Dziwisz, burn all his personal notes. 

In the final entry, he appeared to consider 
stepping aside. “Now, in the year during which 
my age reaches 80 years, it is necessary to ask 
if it is not the time to repeat the words of the 
biblical Simeon, “Nunc dimittis.” The refer- 
ence is to the passage, “Now Master you may 
let your servant go.” Arthur max (a p)

WASHINGTON I Senate Republican 
leaders are considering whether to 
seek Democratic support for Social 
Security legislation without the per- 
sonal accounts sought by President 
Bush, aiming to restore them later, 
officials said Thursday. 

Any such move would mark a 
tactical shift and could anger the 
White House, which is in the midst 
of an intensive 60 -day campaign to 
sell Bush’s approach to the public. 

The discussions among top 
Senate Republicans come at a time 
when the drive to overhaul Social 
Security appears stalled. Democrats 
have attacked the proposed accounts 
as privatization, and adamantly 
resist the idea of including them in 
any legislation designed to shore up 
the program’s finances, (ap)

The coach, who also is 
the school’s athletic director, was 
airlifted to a nearby hospital, and 
a family member said he was in 
critical condition. 

Robertson’s pickup was found 
about two hours later abandoned 
on a rural road next to a golf course 
a few miles outside town.

Lapses blamed for not

ATLANTA | Arapc defendant accused 
in a deadly courthouse rampage was 
able to enter the chambers of the 
judge slain in the attack and hold 
the occupants hostage because the 
door was unlocked and a buzzer 
entry system was not activated, a 
sheriff’s report says. 

After handcuffing a lawyer, dep- 


uty and an unspecified number of 
other people, suspect Brian Nichols 
entered the courtroom where his trial 
was to resume 
later in the day 
and killed Judge 
Rowland Barnes 
and his court 
reporter, the 
report says. 

The report 
on the March 11 
attack also says that it took an offi- 
cer 21 minutes to reach a downed 


deputy after Nichols allegedly 
overpowered her and stole her gun 
in order to start the killing spree. 
Outside the courthouse, a sheriff’s 
deputy was killed and a federal agent 
was killed elsewhere. 

Despite the report, Michael 
Cooke, chief deputy of the Fulton 
County Sheriff’s Department said, 
“There was no lapse in response 
time. Period.” 

Nichols, who is being held with- 
out bail, has not been charged in the

Guard Tells of Alleged Jackson Sex Acts 


Ex-employee says he 
saw pop star perform 
oral sex on 10-year-old 

SANTA MARIA, CALIF. I A former 
security guard at Michael Jackson’s 
Neverland ranch told a lurid story 
Thursday about seeing the singer 
kiss, fondle and perform oral sex on 
a boy who later received a financial 
settlement from the pop star. 

A former Jackson maid also tes- 
tified that she saw him inappropri- 
ately touch actor Macaulay Culkin 
and three other boys. The testimony 
is part of a prosecution attempt to 
show that the current molestation 
allegations against Jackson are part 
of a pattern of inappropriate sexual 
contact with little boys dating back 
more than a decade. 


The former security guard, Ralph 
Chacon, was attacked by Jackson’s 
lawyer as making the whole thing 
up “to get even.” Defense attor- 
ney Thomas Mesereau Jr. accused 
Chacon ofhaving tried to “extort” $16 
million from Jackson in a lawsuit and 
lengthy trial that he and the maid 
lost, forcing Chacon into bankruptcy. 

“After a six-month trial, this is a 
good way to get even with him, isn’t 
it?” said Mesereau, drawing a strong 
objection from the prosecution. 

In questioningby District Attorney 
Tom Sneddon, Chacon told of look- 
ing through a window one night at 
Jackson’s pool house in late 1992 
or early 1993 and seeing him per- 
form oral sex on a 10 -year-old boy. 

Chacon said he saw Jackson 
engage in activities he described 
as “passionate” after the singer

and the boy took a dip in an out- 
door Jacuzzi and showered. He said 
he saw Jackson kiss the boy’s head 


and shoulders and later moved his 
hands “down to his private area.” 
He also said there was another inci- 
dent in which Jackson took the boy 
away in a golf cart and kissed him 
in front of a Peter Pan display. 

The boy received a financial set- 
tlement, reportedly between $15 mil- 
lion and $20 million, from Jackson 
in 1994. The boy did not cooperate 
with police and no charges were 
filed against Jackson. The boy is not 
scheduled to testify in the trial. 

Jackson, 46, is accused of molest- 
ing a 13-year-old boy in 2003, giv- 
ing him alcohol and conspiring to 
hold the boy’s family captive to get 
them to make a video rebutting a 
TV documentary in which Jackson 
said he allowed children to sleep in 
his bed but that it was innocent.

MIAMI I The woman charged with 
murdering foster child Rilya Wilson 
believed the 4 -year- old girl “had 
demons” and told a cellmate that 
she smothered the girl with a pil- 
low for insisting on wearing an “evil” 
Cleopatra costume instead of an 
angel outfit for Halloween, according 
to court papers released Thursday. 


“She was in a whisper voice, like 
she couldn’t say it loud, she just said 
it like, whispered to me, 1 killed it,”’ 
Robin Lunceford told prosecutors in 
a sworn statement against Geralyn 
Graham. Lunceford said Graham 
confessed to her while they were in 
jail together last August. 

The girl’s disappearance in 2001 


went unnoticed by the Florida 
Department of Children & Families 
for months. The scandal led to a 
shakeup at the agency. 

Prosecutors are relying largely 
on Lunceford ’s statement to charge 
Graham with murdering Rilya. 

Graham said a social worker 
had taken the child in early 2001 
for medical testing and never 
returned her. (ap)

Ex-lditarod Musher Found 
Guilty of Animal Cruelty 

A three -time Iditarod musher has 
been found guilty of animal cruel- 
ty after officers found some of his 
dogs dehydrated and so emaciat- 
ed that their spines and hip bones 
showed. A judge fined David Straub 
$300 on Wednesday for violating 
Matanuska-Susitna Borough code. 
The borough north of Anchorage 
already had withdrawn the license 
that allowed him to keep more than 
four dogs. Animal control officers 
seized 28 of Straub’s 32 dogs in 
October from his property after 
receiving complaints. One dog died 
at a shelter in November of illness; 
surviving dogs were adopted out. (ap)

Leaders of All Faiths to Attend Funeral 


Funeral for a pope who 
broke down barriers 
draws diverse erowd 

ANKARA, TURKEY I He was the 
first pope to visit a mosque and 
pray at Judaism’s holiest site, and 
he returned the relics of revered 
Orthodox Christian saints. 

In death, John Paul II contin- 
ues to set precedents: His funeral 
is attracting religious and political 
leaders whose faiths were never 
represented at such a high level at 
papal burials. 

Friday will mark the first time 
the leaders of Orthodox Christianity 
and the Armenian Apostolic Church 
have attended a pope’s funeral. Iran 
and Syria are sending their presi- 
dents, and Israel is dispatching its 
foreign minister — top levels of 
representation never before seen 
at papal funerals. 

The funeral is making its mark 
even in places where the pope has 
virtually no following. In Turkey, 
a country with a small number 
of Roman Catholics, the national 
police have canceled celebrations

Bomb Attack at Bazaar 
In Cairo Leaves I Dead 


U.S. Embassy issues 
warning to travelers 
in Egyptian eapital 

CAIRO I A bomb blast hit a tour 
group shopping in a historic bazaar 
Thursday, killing at least two people 
and wounding 20 people — the first 
attack targeting foreign tourists in 
the Egyptian capital in more than 
seven years. 

The dead included a French 
woman, and 11 Egyptians and nine 
foreigners were wounded, said Brig. 
Gen. Nabil al-Azabi, head of security 
in Cairo. He said the second person 
killed may have been the bomber. 

Among the wounded foreigners 
were two Americans, two Turks, two 
Italians, two French citizens and a 
Briton, the Health Ministry said.

Officials Reduce

JAKARTA, INDONESIA | The Indo-

A statement from the Provincial 
Coordinating Unit for the Manage- 
ment of Disaster said the death 
toll has reached 126,915. It did 
not give any explanation for the 
drastic reduction of 56,395 in the 
number of missing over the figure 
reported on Tuesday. 

A government official, however, 
said authorities have been continu- 
ally registering missing people who 
were turning up alive, but had not 
been reporting the tallies daily. 

The government has said that 
most of those still unaccounted for 
are feared dead, but can’t be legally

BAGHDAD I Cementing Iraq’s first 
democractic government in 50 
years, one of Saddam Hussein’s most 
implacable enemies took his oath 
as president Thursday and quickly 
named another longtime foe of the 
ousted dictator to the powerful post 
of prime minister. 

The new government’s main task 
will be to draft a constitution and 
lay the groundwork for elections in 
December, although some worry that 
the two months of political wran- 
gling taken up in forming the lead- 
ership hasn’t left enough time. 

The swearing-in came just two 
days short of the second anniversary 
of Baghdad’s fall and underlined the 
growing cooperation of the Shiite 
Arab majority and Kurdish minority 
— groups that were long oppressed 
by Saddam’s regime. 

After his inaugural speech, 
interim President Jalal Talabani, a 
Kurd, announced that the President’s 
Council — Talabani and his two vice 
presidents — had, as expected, select- 
ed Shiite Arab leader Ibrahim al- 
Jaafari as interim prime minister. 

Iraq’s new leaders were longtime 
foes of Saddam, who watched a video 
of Talabani’s election Wednesday 
but was not expected to be shown

Their cease-fire line became the 
Line of Control and the dispute over 
Kashmir, which both countries still 
claim in its entirety, is considered 
one of the world’s most dangerous 
flashpoints.

FDA Yanks Pfizer Painkiller 


Cites concern over 
risk of heart attack in 
patients using Bextra 

WASHINGTON | The blockbust- 
er painkiller Bextra was yanked 
off the market Thursday, and the 
government ordered that 19 other 
popular prescription competi- 
tors — from Celebrex to Mobic to 
high- dose naproxen — carry tough 
new warnings that they, too, may 
increase the risk of heart attacks 
and strokes. 

The warnings encompass an 
entire class of anti-inflammatory 
medicines called NSAIDs that are 
the backbone of U.S. pain treat- 
ment, not just newer versions of 
the painkillers initially suspect- 
ed when the heart concerns made 
headlines last fall. 



The FDA asked Pfizerto pull its pain- 
killer Bextra off the market Thursday. 


The warnings — in black boxes, 
the strongest the Food and Drug 
Administration can order — are 
likely to cause confusion because 
they won’t tell patients and doctors 
which of these prescription drugs 


is a safer choice. 

In addition, the FDA will make 
over-the-counter NSAIDs, or non- 
steroidal anti-inflammatory drugs, 
such as ibuprofen, naproxen and 
ketoprofen bear stronger reminders 
to take only low doses for a few days 
at a time to avoid the same risks of 
high- dose, long-term use. 

Pfizer reluctantly suspended 
Bextra sales in the United States 
and European Union on Thursday, 
at the request of the FDA and its 
European counterparts. The FDA 
said that in addition to the cardiac 
concern, Bextra appears to cause 
rare but serious skin conditions — 
some fatal — more often than do 
other NSAIDs, making the drug too 
risky to remain on the market. 

Pfizer’s Celebrex still can sell, 
the FDA announced Thursday.

She added 
that games running past Metro’s 
midnight Sunday through Thursday 
closing time will likely be rare. 

But Metro CEO Richard White 
said it is their policy to bill the 
Washington Redskins or other 


event organizers if the subway is 
open beyond its regular hours. 
White said it is not his intention 
to strand people — but that does not 
mean Metro will pick up the tab. 

White said Metro has been meet- 
ing regularly with the Nationals and 
the District of Columbia Sports and 
Entertainment Commission on 
Metro service for game days. 

Metro Board member Robert 
Smith points out the agency even 
bills charities like Race for the 
Cure. 

“I think Major League Baseball 
is run by a significant number of 
millionaires,” Smith said. “I think 
they could pick up $18,000 for 
an extra hour of Metro service.”

Mickelson returns to

GOLF I Destiny always seems to be 
the 15th club in the bag of a Masters 
champion. 

Phil Mickelson would hardly 
argue after last year’s memorable 
championship. 

With 18 feet separating him 
from that elusive major champi- 
onship, Mickelson’s birdie putt on 
the 18th hole last year looked good 
until the final few feet, when it 
started to turn left to the cor- 
ner of the cup.

THERE HAVE BEEN PLENTY of great 
sports movies, and “Fever Pitch” — 
the new romantic comedy about a 
die-hard Red Sox fan — is not one 
of them. But it does let us resume 
the debate over the best sports 
movie ever. 

Redskins fans could make the 
case for “The Replacments,” the 
hilarious spoof of the 1987 team of 
replacement players that beat the 
Dallas Cowboys. (See, Joe Gibbs 
was once a great coach.) 

Other great laughers are, of 
course, “Major League,” “Kingpin,” 
and “Caddyshack.” 

In the mood for something seri- 
ous? Check out boxing movies. You 
can’t go wrong with “Rocl^,” “Raging 
Bull” or even this year’s Oscar win- 
ner, “Million Dollar Baby.”

FILM I Beneath the gross -out gags 
and freak- show humor, Peter and 
Bobby Farrelly are just a couple of 
lovable romantics. 

Drew Barrymore is at her most 
likable as a driven career woman 
who runs into foul territory when 
she falls for a man (Jimmy Fallon) 
maniacally devoted to the Boston 
Red Sox. 

“Fever Pitch” transplants Nick 
Hornby’s book of the same name 
from Britain to America, switch- 
ing the sports fanaticism to base- 
ball instead of soccer. 

Fallon plays Ben Wrightman, a 
fanatical Red Sox supporter who 
never misses a game. His apartment 
is dementedly festooned with mem- 
orabilia — towels, sheets, a shower 


curtain, even a replica of Fenway’s 
outfield wall. 

A math teacher, Ben meets busi- 
ness consultant Lindsey Meeks 
(Barrymore) on a Reid trip with his 
students. It’s not exactly love at first 
sight, but Ben’s gentle humor and 
gallantry soon win Lindsey over. 

At least in winter. Lindsey doesn’t 
realize the all-consuming passion of 
the sports zealot until summer, when 
she’s too far into the relationship to 
back away without getting hurt. 

“I already know I like winter guy. 
It’s summer guy that broke my heart,” 
Lindsey tells Ben. 

The filmmakers got down in 
the trenches with the Red Sox and 
their fans. Riming at Fenway both 
during games and while the team 
was on road trips. “Fever Pitch” 
nicely incorporates the sights and 
sounds of a town reveling in their 
team and bemoaning their fate as 
fans of one of the unluckiest fran- 


chises in sports. 

Blind luck landed the Farrellys 
at Fenway as Boston started win- 
ning, and the Red Sox finally 
grabbed the brass ring — winning 
their Rrst World Series since 1918. 


That gave the filmmakers leeway

minutes) Jack (Daniel Day-Lewis) and 
his 16-year-old daughter, Rose (Camilla 
Belle), live together on an island off the 
East Coast, their homethe last holdout 
of a hippie communefounded some 20 
years earlier. They live in whatseemsto 
bean idyllic existence, butthereistrouble 
brewing.

TRENDS I A miniseries about the 
Book of Revelation airs next week, 
while shows about a Catholic priest 
probing the supernatural and an 
Episcopalian minister who con- 
verses with God are on the draw- 
ing board. 

Traditionally soft-focused spiri- 
tuality, exemplified by “Touched by 
an Angel” and “Joan of Arcadia,” 


is giving way to programs rooted 
in specific religions and their ele- 
ments. Do networks have a prayer 
of turning stronger fare into rat- 
ings winners? There are believers 
and doubters. 

When “Revelations” was pitched 
to four networks, they “all bit,” said 
Executive Producer Gavin Polone. 
Debuting Wednesday, April 13, on 
NBC, the miniseries is about a sci- 
entist and a nun investigating evi- 
dence that the “End of Days” as pre- 
dicted in the Bible is near. 

“The Book of Daniel,” about a 


minister (Aidan Quinn) who abuses 
prescription drugs and is visited by 
a “cool, contemporary Jesus,” is in 
development at NBC. 

Fox is working on “Briar + 
Graves,” a pilot about a priest team- 
ing with a neurologist to examine 
unexplained events. 

The public’s appetite for reli- 
gious-themed projects has emerged 
as broadcasters continue their quest 
for edgy programming able to com- 
pete with unfettered cable shows. 

A series can be scorned by the 
devout and still succeed on dramat- 
ic merits, Gerbrandt noted. In the 
splintered TV universe, with view- 
ership divided among many choices, 
ratings don’t have to be stellar. 

If “Revelations” succeeds, Polone 
predicted, there will be “10 copies 
of it” — and if it bombs, it could kill 
the trend before it starts.

I put up a dartboard in my apart- 
ment and now, of course, there are 
some pesky little pin-size holes in 
the wall around it. Any way to cover 
them up easily? 

You can fill in the holes using 
spackle and/or a dab of paint. Other 
people who may not care about their 
apartments (or their landlords) all 
that much have been known to use 
white toothpaste to cover up holes 
in their walls when they move out. 
Not that I’m advocating that. 

I am very afraid that with the rent 
increase that will occur when I re- 
sign my lease, I will be priced out of 
my apartment. Is there anything I 
can do to secure my current rate? I 
don’t make a lot working for a non- 
profit and cannot afford to move. 

Talk to your landlord and make a 
case for you as a model tenant. Offer 
to sign a longer lease, as a landlord 
would rather have a reliable known 
quantity than a new tenant. 

How long should I wait before ask- 
ing a former landlord for my secu- 
rity deposit? I did the walk-through 
and turned in the keys two weeks 


ago. My landlord said everything 
looked fine but didn’t have his 
checkbook. Is it too soon to call? 

You can call and ask for a check 
but technically in D.C., the land- 
lord has 45 days to return your 
deposit. 

I’m moving into my first apartment 
soon (yay!). Any advice for me? 
Should I get renter’s insurance? 

Do get renter’s insurance, intro- 
duce yourself to your neighbors, 
walk softly and educate yourself 
about renting. Also, when you move 
in, take pictures of the condition 
of the apartment and, if possible, 
have your landlord sign a check- 
list outlining these conditions. This 
will save you a headache over your 
security deposit at the end of your 
tenancy.
